Menard Thrills Crowd with LaCrosse Win

WEST SALEM, WI, April 23 -- Fans 
witnessed some red-hot racing on a 
freezing cold April night at the 
LaCrosse Fairgrounds Speedway 
Saturday night, as two track records 
fell during an action-packed race pro- 
gram. 

Andy Burgess established a new 
iate model track record when he 
turned a 19.656-second lap (99.756 
mph) in qualifying, shattering the pre- 
vious mark of 19.757 set by Blake 
Horstman on April 10, 2004. Burgess 
ran into trouble in his heat race, how- 
ever, when something in his front sus- 
pension broke, catapaulting him into 
the backstretch wall in a spectacular - 
and scary - crash. Burgess was not 
injured and borrowed a car from fellow 
competitor Adam Degenhardt for later 
action. 

Charlie Menard, making his first 
appearance at the track this season 
after winning the late model title last 
season, started on the pole for the 
feature, led through four cautions, and 
held off charges from eight-time track 
champion Kevin Nuttleman and Mark 
Lamoreaux for the checkered flag. It 
was the 11th regular-season feature 
win for the 31-year-old in the last three 
seasons. Nuttleman threatened to 
swipe the lead from Menard on sever- 
al occasions, and even had the inside 
groove on lap 24, but he couldn't over- 
take Menard, while Lamoreaux 
dashed and darted through the field 
and was poised to challenge 
Nuttieman but ran out of laps. 

With only one caution in the Grand 
National Sportsman feature, Dan 
Gilster took the feature win. Aaron 
Hass started out in the lead, but after 
a battle Gilster steered his car into 
Victory Lane. 

Jes Tenner of Melrose broke his 
own Sportsman qualifying record 
when he turned a lap of 22.014 sec- 
onds. 

There was considerable three-wide 
racing in the Thunderstock feature, but 
Sparta’s Brad Warthan took home the 
checkered flag. Jason Schaller led the 
pack for three-fourths of the race, but 
on lap 10 he spun into the wall, and 
Warthan took control for the remaining 
laps.

Changes Designed 
to Reduce Yellows 


BAILEYS HARBOR, WI -- 
When many of the former 
ASA National Tour teams 
compete in the American 
StockCar League opener at 
the I-70 Speedway in Odessa, 
MO, on Saturday night at 7 
pm, they will find procedural 
changes designed to reduce 
caution-flag laps. 

"One of the biggest com- 
plaints | heard from race fans 
about the former series was 
that too much of the race was 
consumed by caution-flag 
laps," said ASL president 
Gary Vercauteren. "We have 
found in our other Mid- 
American divisions that the 
best way to reduce this is to 
put drivers included in spins 
and crashes to the rear on 
restarts.” 

That rule will be one of the 
major changes on the tour. A 
number of drivers from other 
Mid-American divisions are 
moving into the ASL and 
already understand how the 
rule works. 

"Rough driving will have a 
consequence," Vercauteren 
said. “Those involved with go 
to the rear of the line-up on 
restarts.” 

In addition, races will be 
shortened to 150 or 200 laps, 
and each ASL feature will be

stopped at the halfway mark 
for a ten-minute break. Teams 
will be allowed to make 
adjustments during those 
breaks, but if they change 
tires they will be penalized to 
the rear of the field for the 
restart.

Alonso Wins, Schumacher 


Stars at San Marino -~ 


IMOLA, Italy. April 24 -- Fernando Alonso drove Renault to 


their third consecutive Formula One World Championship victo- 
ry Sunday, but a revitalized Michael Schumacher took the race 
down to the wire in a thrilling San Marino Grand Prix. 

Alonso nad to drive the race of his life to fend off intense 
pressure from the defending word champion, as for the final 12. 
laps Schumacher’s scarlet Ferrari was never more than feet 
behind Alonso. but even when Schumacher nosed alongside in 
Piratella anc again at the Variante Alta, Alonso held fast. By the 
checkered fiag they were separated Dy only 0.215 seconds. 

The race began with Kimi Raikkonen sprinting away from 
Alonso, while for the first 20 laps Schumacher was tenth, 
trapped behind nis brother Raif. After the first round of pit stops 
Alonso led Jenson Button, as Raikkonen’s day ended on lap 
nine with a failed driveshaft constant velocity joint. But 
Schumacher had jumped anead of seven rivals into third, and 
he drew from 21.8 seconds behind Button to less than a second 
by lap 46, and that was when he slammed by the Brit as they 
came up behind slower traffic. 

Alonso, who had stopped on lap 42, regained his lead after 
Button refuelled on lap 48 and Schumacher on lap 49. 
Scnumacher was in arrears to Alonso by 1.3 seconds, and from 
lap 41 on the Ferrari was never more than a nalf-second behind 
the Renault. 

Button continued on to finish third for his first podium finish of 
the year, and Alexander Wurz claimed fourth place ahead of 
Takuma Sato. 

Felipe Massa was fast but always seemed to be caught in 
traffic: he lost time after taking off his nosepiece on David 
Coulthard’s rear whee! on lap 16 and then refueling while a 
replacement was fitted. An unhappy Coulthard finished 13th. 

Christian Albers and Patrick Friesacher failed to finish after 
suffering gearbox-related problems, Giancarlo Fisichelia 
crashed out of 11th piace on lap 6, and Rubens Barrichello 
retired from eighth place on lap 18 with electronic gremlins, just 
after his first pitt stop.

Board 


COLORADO SPRINGS, 
CO, April 21 -- DIRT 
MotorSports has announced 
the establishment of an appel- 
late board to rule on appeals 
by DMS-licensed drivers and 
owners who feel they were 
unjustifiably penalized in DIRT 
MotorSports events. The 
panel was selected through 
the recommendations of driv- 
ers, promoters, team owners, 
crew members and parts 
manufacturers to represent a 
fair cross-section of the dirt 
track racing industry. 

in order to appeal, a team 
must submit the requisite 
paperwork to DIRT’s opera- 
tions office in Colorado 
Springs within 30 days of the 
disputed incident or ruling, or 
within 15 days during the final 
30 days of the season. A copy 
of the Appeal Regulations can 
be found in each series’ rule 
book. Furthermore, the appeal 
must be on a subject matter 
not precluded by the rules, 
and the appellant must prove 
he or she was actually 
harmed by a decision of a 
DMS official. In other words, a 
driver who has not been 
penalized can’t demand that 
someone else should be 
penalized. 

The board is headed by 
chairman Andy Fusco, a well- 
respected attorney and racing 
enthusiast in upstate New 
York and has served as chair 
of a DMS regional appellate 
board since 1981. 

DIRT has established three 
boards - one each for the 
World of Outlaws Sprint 
Series and the World of 
Outlaws Late Model Series, 
and one for DIRT’s various 
Modified Series. 

The Sprint Series board 
includes Fusco as chairman,

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Biffle Wins Wild BGN Race 


Busch Holds off Waltrip 
for Phoenix Cup Win

AVONDALE, AZ, April 23 -- Kurt Busch held 
off a determined Michael Waltrip in the 
NASCAR Nextel Cup race at Phoenix 
International Raceway Saturday night for his 
first series win of the season. 

The defending NASCAR Nextel Cup cham- 
pion led 219 of 312 laps on the mile oval, 
emphatically putting behind him a streak of bad 
luck that included crashes at four consecutive 
events, including an IROC race a week ago at 
Texas Motor Speedway. 

Greg Biffle was the only competitor able to 
challenge his Roush Racing teammate during 
the first half of the Subway Fresh 500, the first 
Cup race run under the lights at PIR. But a 
caution period for debris on the track was 
extended by a brief power outage that took out 
the track's caution lights and forced NASCAR 
to stop the race for nearly seven minutes. On 
the ensuing restart on lap 146 Biffle got by 
Busch, but it took only two laps for the eventual 
winner to slip back by on the inside and regain 
the top spot. 

Biffle then collided with the car driven by 
Mike Bliss on pit road during the next caution 
period and wound up with extensive damage to 
the front of his car, including a hole in his radi- 
ator. The team tried to repair the damage but 
eventually gave up, and Biffle was credited 
with finishing 41st. 

Busch slipped back into the pack for a while 
during a flurry of caution flags and pits stops, 
but he charged from ninth on a restart on lap 
211 to regain the lead, passing Jeff Gordon for 
the top spot on lap 227. Then eight drivers 
remained on track when Busch and several 
other leaders pitted during a caution - one of 


nine in the race - on lap 240. Busch restarted 
ninth but slashed through heavy traffic, moving 
steadily forward until finally driving past 
Michael Waltrip to take the lead for good on lap 
269. 

Waltrip tried hard to chase him down and 
nearly got by on lap 299 before wiggling hard 
and then scraping the wall. He bounced off the 
wall twice more as he struggled to keep up 
with Busch. Busch used lapped traffic to beat 
Waltrip to the finish line by 2.315 seconds - 
about ten car-lengths - for his 12th career vic- 
tory. Jeff Burton was third, followed by Dale 
Earnhardt, Jr., and Brian Vickers. 

it was the fourth victory in eight races this 
season for Jack Roush's teams, with Biffle win- 
ning twice and Car! Edwards getting his first 
Cup victory. Busch jumped from fourth to sec- 
ond in the standings, trailing series leader 
Jimmie Johnson, who finished 15th, by 173 
points. Biffle slipped to third, 208 behind. 

The start of the race was delayed about 30 
minutes by a late afternoon rain shower, but 
there were no further weather problems.

Wright Shows the Way at MMP 


MEMPHIS, TN, April 23 -- Gary Wright found 
the winning combination in American Sprint 
Car Series National Tour competition for the 
first time in 2005 as he chased down paceset- 
ter Darren Stewart on the 19th round, then 
checked out on the field en route to topping 
Saturday night's 30-lap feature at Memphis 
Motorsports Park. It was his 91st career ASCS 
National Tour feature victory.

Howard looped his machine a 
half-lap later without stopping, but he retained 
second position when the caution flew for 
Ricky Stenhouse, Jr., who spun at the same 
time with steering arm problems. 

Stewart stretched his lead to a straightaway 
on the ensuing restart, and Wright battled past 
Howard for second on lap 12. With Stewart 


into lapped traffic at the midway point, Wright 
quickly closed to Stewart's rear bumper by lap 
16. Stewart fended off the defending Series 
champion for several laps until Wright used the 
high line to race into the lead on lap 19. 

Once in front, Wright sliced through lapped 
traffic with ease and had amassed a half- 
straightaway advantage when the race's final 
caution flew with three rounds to go for rookie 
Jake Martens’ spin while running a strong 
fourth. With three lapped cars separating him 
from Stewart on the final restart, Wright 
charged to the checkered flag unchallenged. 
Stewart settled for second, with Howard third.

With very little, if any, race time behind the 
wheel of a midget racer, Smoker scored three exciting feature 
wins and placed third in the final track points standings behind 
champion Michael Lang and Andy Pierce in 1998 and was 
awarded rookie-of-the-year honors. During the final season of 
racing at the former baseball stadium in 1999, he won the 
championship.

As fate would have it: Back in 1911, two young fellows in 
their early 20s journeyed from their New Jersey homes to 
Indianapolis to seek adventure as riding mechanics in the inau- 
gural indianapolis 500-mile race. The two, Sam Dickson and 
E.J. Towers, were boyhood buddies. They arrived early in the 
week before the race and roamed the pit area. Towers man- 
aged to get into the mechanic’s seat of the Amplex number 12 
driven by Arthur Greiner, and Dickson became the riding 
mechanic for the Amplex team car, the number 44 driven by 
W.H. Turner. The day before the race, and for some un- 
explained reason, the two switched cars. 

During the running of the race, Greiner crashed into the 
southeast wall on the 13th lap. He suffered a broken shoulder, 
while Dickson received severe injuries which proved fatal. The 
other Amplex, with Turner at the wheel, went on to finish 
eighth. Ray Harroun won the race in the Marmon Wasp. 

Many years later, in the late 1970s, Towers visited the IMS 
museum, and | had a pleasant talk with him. In discussing the 
1911 race he pointed out the irony of switching cars: his life- 
long buddy and boyhood friend became the first fatality in the 
history of the Indy 500, and he went on to become the race’s 
oldest survivor. 

E.J. Towers died in 1985 at the age of 97. 


Andretti to Campaign 
Five Additional Pro 
Series Races 


INDIANAPOLIS, IN, April 21 -- Marco Andretti will compete in 
five additional IRL Menards Infiniti Pro Series races in 2005, 
including two races at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway - the 
Futaba Freedom 100, run the same weekend as the 
Indianapolis 500; and the Liberty Challenge, contested during 
the United States Grand Prix weekend. 

Andretti, the 18-year-old grandson of former Indianapolis 500 
winner Mario Andretti and the son of Andretti Green Racing co- 
owner Michael Andretti, won his series debut on April 3 at the 
Grand Prix of St. Petersburg. Andretti will graduate from high 
school in May. 

Andretti will compete in both races at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway, and also will compete on the one-mile oval at 
Milwaukee, WI, on July 24 and on the road courses at Infineon 
Raceway in Sonoma, CA, on August 28 and Watkins Glen (NY) 
International on September 25. 

The Futaba Freedom 100 on May 27 will be Andretti's first 
Career race on the 2.5-mile oval at Indianapolis where the 
Andretti family has made 53 starts, including Manos 1969 victo- 
ry. Marco won 11 races last season in claiming the Formula TR 
Pro Series title.

The following is a brief recapitulation of the first ten drivers in 
the 1971 American Race Drivers Club point standings: 

Johnny Coy: Behind the wheel of the Ken Brenn Sesco 
number 4, Coy racked up his third ARDC crown with a total of 
3,360 points. The Merrick, Long Isiand, speedster previously 
won the title in 1968 and ‘69. In the previous five seasons of 
competition the cagey veteran had never placed worse than 
fourth in the final standings and certainly loomed as the driver 
to beat in 1972. He scored eight feature wins over the trail, 
three of them consecutively. He also placed second on six 


occasions. 


Johnny Hubbard: Placing second by a margin of 160 points 
was the hard-driving, crowd-pleasing Hubbard, of Johnstown, 
PA. tn his bid for championship honors, Hubbard blasted his 
way to seven feature wins; four of the seven took place at the 
Grandview Speedway, where he emerged the track champion. 
He also placed second and third three times and fourth on five 
occasions, all behind the wheel of the potent Ed Darrell Sesco 
number 83. Johnny was a three-year driver with the ARDC. 

Jerry Stover: Heading for stardom was third-place driver 
Stover, of Brownstown, PA. His feature win column in his brief 
career to that date was not too impressive, but since switching 
to the Mike Sheehan Sesco number 10, he came along in great 
style. Consistent high placings in feature events vaulted him to 
the third rung on the championship ladder. He placed in the top 
five a total of 14 times, while his lone feature win was a 50-lap- 
per at Wall Stadium. So impressed were the officials of the 
ARDC with his driving ability that he was considered a candi- 
date for the “Most Improved Driver’ award. Jerry tied for 12th 
place in the 1970 standings, and the popular driver from the 
Amish country was expected to be a frequent visitor in victory 


lane in 1972. 


Duane “Pancho” Carter: Placing fourth was the sensation- 
al, smiling Carter, a youthful terror from California. In 1970 he 
tied for fourth place, and in ‘71 he was voted the Most 
Improved Driver by virtue of his six feature wins. He also 
placed second on six other occasions. Three of Pancho’s wins 
came at the Grandview Speedway, where his spectacular 
broadsliding in the Jim Rieder Sesco number 61 would long be 


remembered. 


Len Duncan: The veteran from Lansdale, PA, placed fifth in 
the final point standings in 1970 and repeated that in ‘71. The 
mustachioed speed merchant, wheeling the George Ferguson 
Offy number 6, scored in the top ten a total of 20 times. Len 
was an eight-time champion of the ARDC coming into the ‘71 
season, but going winless for that entire season was rare 
indeed for the “old smoothie,” who has garnered 59 features 


since 1995. 


Jim Maguire: the dynamic, determined Maguire, of 
Sommerville, NJ, scored one victory and placed in the top ten a 
total of 20 times in the George Ferguson Offy number 7 to 
place sixth in the standings. The previous year he was rated

_ The Mid-mods continue to attract new drivers as well as 
some returning to the sport after some time away. Both Tim 
and Darin Vought were making laps in their cars tonight. Kevin 
Adams was putting his first laps on his new car, and he looked 
very fast. 

Rookie Colton Ellis looked smooth as he put his pure stock 
through its paces, while Carolyn Nosser looked much quicker 
than she had during practice at Eagle Valley ilast week. Paul 
Brust was also fine-tuning his late model. He will be in the 
same car that he ran iast year. 

In their respective divisions, Don Drew and Tom Nesbitt 
looked especially quick, while Adam Hensel continues to look 
like he's raced at late model for years and not just for a couple 
weeks. 

On Friday | ended up at the Princeton (MN) Speedway, 
which turned out to be one of the very few tracks that raced 
that night due to the rain and extreme cold. Despite less-than- 
ideal conditions nearly 140 cars were on hand to compete in 
four classes - a full field, to say the least. Princeton doesn't get 
a lot of ink but they continue to average one of the highest 
modified car counts in all of WISSOTA, and tonight it had 32 
mods as well as 49 Mid-mods - another class in which they 
rank high in WISSOTA in terms of attendance. 

It’s been over a year since my last trip to Princeton, so this 
was the first time | got to enjoy their new lighting. Track and 
spectator lighting is one area where a number of area tracks 
could use a little upgrading, and the new ones at Princeton are 
spectacular. 

As always, the action was hot and heavy on the tight quarter- 
mile, with plenty of swapping of tin and close racing action. 
Despite the brutal conditions tonight, there was a solid crowd 
on hand that stayed for the full show despite it running a little 
late. 


All four of the features were close, with the winners using the 
top side of the high-banked track to hold off their competition. 
Larry Zeller, Jr., was especially spectacular as he passed Dave 
Cain on the high side and then fought off Cain's repeated chal- 
lenges for the modified win. To hold off Cain at Princeton, 
where he is extremely tough to beat, was quite an accomplish- 
ment. 

it was an interesting night of racing and a chance for me to 
see a number of drivers that | don’t get to see in action too 
often. Princeton has a loyal group of drivers, many of which 
dont travel around too much to other tracks, resulting in part in 
the high car counts. 

It was disappointing on Saturday that the Drew Crew 
Memorial at the Rice Lake Speedway had to be postponed for 
a week, but the weather was brutal and the decision was made 
between the track management and the Drew family to do so. 
Rice Lake officials are planning some major renovations and 
upgrades to their spectator areas as the summer progresses. 

With Rice Lake postponed, | hustled over to the Cedar Lake 
Speedway for their program, Despite very cool conditions there 
also, they were anxious to get in a show after being rained out 
last week, and with most tracks not racing on Friday, the driv- 
ers were also gung ho to get some racing in, and a huge field 
of 174 race cars was on hand. 

The WISSOTA sprints were the featured attaction on 
Saturday night and 33 cars turned out. Frankly, | didn't know 
that there were still 33 WISSOTA sprints, period, but they 
apparently did a lot of contacting of drivers to ensure a good 
turnout for the Billy Anderson Memorial, including some from 
North Dakota, South Dakota and lowa. l'm told it was the 
biggest turnout ever for the Anderson Memorial. 

As it turned out, the sprint feature proved to be the most 
entertaining of the night. After three tries to get the first lap in, 
the rest of the event went non-stop, with Chuck Swenson and 
Loren Langerud jockeying the lead spot back and forth. When 
the leaders had trouble getting past Donovan Peterson near 
the end, the third- and fourth-place cars of Dustin Lindquist and 
Wade Nygaard also caught up, and Lindquist was gaining at a 
remarkable rate but just ran out of laps. Swenson chose to stay 
low, and Langerud pinned him behind a lapped car on the final 
tour, jumped to the middle of the track and blew past on the 
final corner for an exciting win. 

Peterson and crew did an amazing job just to get him on the 
track for the main event. He was involved in a grinding crash in 
the dash, with the whole front-end knocked off the car, but 
somehow, with little time to make repairs, they got him ready to 
roll for the feature. 

Overall it was a good performance by the sprint group, with 
only a big banger in the B-feature to slow the action. 

Joel Cryderman, Tim Borgeson and Steve Arpin all dominat- 
ed their respective feature events, although the battle for sec- 
ond in the lates was a dandy between Mike Nutzmann and 
Brent Larson, with Pat Doar and Trent Follmer also tussling 
behind them. it was good to see Larson back on the track, as 
he debuted a new car with an impressive performance. 

Two previous national champions duked it out in the modi- 
fieds, with Craig Thatcher getting past Paul Harelstad for his 
first win of the year. Tyler Keyser was also having a sterling run 
until he broke with a mechanical problem; Keyser was limping 
severely after he climbed out of his car. 

Although he didn't have a particularly good night, it was 
remarkable to even see Mike Anderson back on the track 
tonight. After his grinding head-on crash at Eagle Valley last 
Sunday, it didn't seem possible that they could get that car 
fixed so soon, but the pit crews for these drivers can do some 
remarkable things in a short period of time. 

Troy Giralamo had been waiting for a motor for his car, so he 
made his debut tonight. Unfortunately, he made only half a lap 
before he got tagged from behind and knocked into the con- 
crete wall, doing heavy damage to the front-end of his car. 


Notes & Nostalgia 


If you talk to a lot of nurses, espe- 
cially those invoived with patient care, 
you'll find one of the most frequently 
used words is manipulative, as in, most- 
ly, “the patient was manipulative.” We 
couldn't help thinking of that word when 
we read IRL president Brian Barnhart’s 
opinion of CART’s latest “sit down” with 
Tony George. 

Barnhart cynically noted that 
CART brought nothing new to the meet- 
ing and questioned CART’s timing - as in, CART always makes 
these overtures close to the start of Indy 500 practice. The sup- 
position has to be that CART either wants to deflect attention 
from the drama of Indy or to get themselves involved in that 
drama. Both cases are hypocrisies unchallenged by the press. 

Barnhart also showed he has a grasp of the situation. He fig- 
ured that the problems of open-wheel racing are greater than 
the excitement level at the races. He also noted that philosophy 
has separated the two series for ten years, rather than the lack 
of common equipment rules. 

Kevin Kalkhoven, CAR TS chief, claimed that the assumption 
that one side had to surrender command of the series was 
completely invalid. This would imply that both series would 
share command. Yeah, right. 

Kalkhoven also posited the idea that CART was like Harley- 
Davidson in that CART isn’t a great invention but it is a great 
American interpretation of an American idea. Kalkhoven should 
get his wires re-routed. This wise judgment describes NASCAR 
more aptly than it does either CART or the IRL. Big-time open 
wheel racing will never be popular in this country as long as 
both Kalkhoven and Tony George have NASCAR's blueprint of 
a tremendously successful series in front of them, yet are 


unabie to do anything to match it. Like, couldn't George and 
Kalkhoven do some manipulating, put Tony Stewart and Jef 
ampetitiv irs and get the int of thy 
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so long paid to watch our sport that we forget that we are pay- 
ing. The only - repeat, only - reason we ever had cable 
installed was so that we could watch all the racing that our 
friends in other cities were watching. Also, we see it as more 
than coincidental that much of NASCAR's surge in popularity 
occurred while ESPN was bringing Winston Cup races to view- 
ers that formerly didn’t know what most Cup tracks looked like. 
So, we don’t share Slezak’s angst about NFL fans having to 
cough up for cable if they want to watch MNF. 

Of more concern was NBC's announcement that they had 
secured the rights for Sunday night NFL football. The ramifica- 
tions are both complicated and numerous. How will this affect 
NASCAR's Sunday afternoon races? If the races start at a 
decently early time, like they should, the races should be over 
well before the 6 pm start time of the NFL pre-game show. Car 
sponsors want prime-time exposure. What about a rain delay? 
A lot of the Cup tracks have lights, so there’s no problem trans- 
ferring to some cable outlet, but, again, car sponsors don't like 
paying those big bucks for Speed Channel exposure. Those of 
us who go elsewhere on Sundays, like a local short track, and 
add an extra hour or two on the VCR to allow for a rain delay, 
won't like it either. 

NBC probably likes the idea of having the Cup races as an 
immediate lead-in to the NFL pre-game. NASCAR recently 
stated that it wants its championship-deciding season-ender 
televised during prime time, like all the other major champi 
onships. Homestead recently installed lights to that end. We 
can't see NBC pre-empting any NFL game to make room for 
anything NASCAR - even a nail-biter, dramatic-as-can-be 
finale. Homestead could run the closer on Saturday, but that 
could conflict with other NBC shows. NBC's idea of perfection 
would probably be something like the race winner doing donuts 
just prior to the NFL show. But how do you make a race end at 
the scheduled time? Even miracle-worker NASCAR can't quat 
intee that NASCAR could go to all Saturday night races, but it
